In accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.55(c), Applicant hereby petitions the Office to accept an 
unintentionally delayed claim for foreign priority in the above-captioned case. 

Although a claim for foreign priority was made in this application's parent case 
(09/729,538 filed 12/04/2000, subsequently issued as US Pat 6,682,144 on 01/27/2004), due to 
clerical error that was not immediately discovered the certified copy of the foreign priority 
document was not entered in the parent case. Thus, the entire delay in submitting this foreign 
priority document was unintentional. To remedy this situation in the present application, 
Applicant wishes to perfect a priority claim to PCT/EP99/03825, filed 6/2/1999, which in turn 
claims priority to German application 198 25 225.0, which was filed 6/5/1998. 



The certified German priority document was filed on 03/28/2006 along with a response to 
the 01/12/2006 non-final Office action in this case. Subsequently, in the response to the Office 
action of 07/06/2006 the following amendment was made to the Specification:
